Democratic candidate 
alleges GOP is trying 
to stall investigation 

JACKSON, MISS. I John Kerry on 
Sunday accused President Bush 
of “stonewalling” separate inqui- 
ries into the events leading up to 
the Sept. 11, 2001, terrorists attacks, 
as well as into the intelligence that 
suggested Saddam Hussein was 
hiding weapons of mass destruc- 
tion in Iraq. 

Kerry, the presumptive 
Democratic presidential nominee, 
endorsed complaints by some mem- 
bers of a federal commission inves- 
tigating the attacks that Bush was 
resisting their efforts to get docu- 
ments and question witnesses. 

“Why is this administration 
stonewalling and resisting the 
investigation into what happened 
and why have we had the greatest 
security failure in the history of our 
country?” Kerry said at a hastily 
arranged news conference. 

“The American people deserve 
an answer now,” Kerry said. 


“The immediate instinct of the 
Republicans and this administra- 
tion was to shut it down.” 

“This is another inaccurate 
attack by John Kerry,” responded 
Bush campaign spokesman Scott 
Stanzel. “President Bush and his 


administration have extraordi- 
nary cooperation and unprece- 
dented access” to the commission. 
He said it has provided more than 
2 million pages of documents and 
other materials such as computer 
disks and tape recordings, in addi- 


tion to providing extensive briefings 
and submitting to more than 560 
interviews, mike glover (ap)

Head of UCLA 
Cadaver Program 
Arrested in Theft 

LOS ANGELES I The man who 
oversees the cadaver program at 
the University of California, Los 
Angeles, was arrested on suspi- 
cion of grand theft, but authorities 
would not say what he is accused 
of stealing. 

Henry Reid, director of the 
willed body program, was taken 
into custody Saturday at his 
Anaheim home by the UC Police 
Department, following an investi- 
gation that has reportedly focused 
on whether employees stole and 
sold body parts from cadavers 
donated to the university’s medi- 
cal school. 

UCLA said in a statement that 
the investigation is continuing and 
“more arrests are likely,” but pro- 
vided no further details. 

Reid, who was put on leave in the 
past two weeks, was being held on 
$20,000 bail. He is scheduled to 
be arraigned Tuesday, (ap) 


Some Episcopalian 
leaders continue to 
oppose his consecration 

CONCORD, N.H. | With three mighty 
thumps on the church door Sunday, 
V. Gene Robinson knocked and was 
welcomed into St. Paul’s sanctu- 
ary, where he officially became 
the Episcopal Church’s first open- 
ly gay bishop. 

Sunday’s investiture ceremony 
does not carry the same weight as 
Robinson’s consecration, which 
rocked the Episcopal Church in 
November. But it gave a capac- 
ity crowd of more than 700 the 
chance to welcome the new leader 
of the Diocese of New Hampshire 
with whoops, cheers and a stand- 
ing ovation. 

“Journeys of faith, you know, 
are a risky business,” Robinson 
said during his sermon. “God is 
always calling us out of our com- 
fort zones.” 

Robinson is the first openly 


gay man to be elected as a bishop 
in the national Episcopal church, 
as well as the worldwide Anglican 
Communion of which it is a part. 
His consecration drew protesters 
and triggered angry responses from 
many corners of the world. 

Robinson has lived with his 


partner, Mark Andrew, a state 
administrator, for 15 years and 
has two daughters from a previ- 
ous marriage. 

Most of the state’s Episcopalians 
support Robinson, but a conserva- 
tive minority continues to oppose 
his consecration, anne saunders (ap)

Revolutionary new 
limbs offer amputees 
new range of motion 

WASHINGTON I It was dark and 
drizzly in Baghdad on Nov. 25, and 
Army Staff Sgt. Maurice Craft was 
patrolling Highway 5 with two other 
soldiers. A bomb on the side of the 
road went off. 

Dazed, he looked at his mangled 
left leg, hanging lifelessly. 

Craft made it to the hospital at 
Baghdad International Airport. 
Doctors and nurses donated blood 
to save his life, but they couldn’t save 
his left leg. 

Craft is among dozens of 
amputees from the war sent to 
Washington’s Walter Reed Army 
Medical Center, which ranks as 
a world leader in treating people 
with lost limbs. Some of the high- 
tech prostheses Walter Reed offers 
its patients could enable them to run, 
or even play sports. 

Walter Reed is the first stop for 
most of the casualties from Iraq. 
Nearly 2,800 have been treated 
there, including 70 amputees. 

Cutting-edge computer imaging 
is used to make the plastic socket that 
attaches the new limb to the body. 


The soldiers then are fitted with top- 
of-the-line artificial legs and arms. 

Paddy Rossbach, head of the 
Amputee Coalition of America, 
said the modern artificial limbs 
make the amputees’ difficult tran- 
sition a little easier. 


“The materials used in today’s 
limbs help you walk better, not just 
give you something to walk on,” said 
Rossbach, whose Knoxville, Tenn.- 
based organization has counseled 
recovering soldiers at Walter Reed.

Rare Butterflies at Risk 
After California Wildfires 


SAN DIEGO I The wildfires that 
charred vast areas of Southern 
California last fall may also have 
put the survival of two rare species 
of butterflies at risk, researchers say. 

Some experts say it became 
apparent even while the fires were 
still smoldering that the flames that 
blackened more than 745,000 acres, 
destroyed more than 3,400 homes 
and killed nearly two dozen people 
also threatened the existence of the 
Hermes copper and Thorne’s hair- 
streak butterflies. 

“When I saw the magnitude of 
devastation, I realized in my life- 
time I might see one, possibly two 
species go extinct,” said biological 
consultant Michael Klein. 

The Hermes, which catches sun- 
light brilliantly in its yellow under- 


wings, has only a 20 to 25 percent 
chance of survival, according to 
an estimate by David Faulkner, a 
forensic entomologist who has stud- 
ied both species. He gave Thorne’s 
hairstreak, unique for its purple - 
brown underside with iridescent 
green sheen, less than a 5 percent 
chance of survival. 

Some environmentalists blame 
state officials for not saving enough 
of the butterflies’ natural habitat 
from development. 

Federal officials disagree, saying 
such alarm is premature. 

“Of course we’re worried about 
these species, but until we do some 
surveys this spring, I’m not going 
to go into crisis mode,” said Alison 
Anderson, a federal biologist in 
Carlsbad, (ap) 


Scouts Rescued 
After Being Buried 
In Utah Avalanche 

SALT LAKE CITY I Ahugewallofsnow 
collapsed and buried the entrances 
to a series of manmade caves where 
more than three dozen Boy Scouts 
and their leaders were sleeping dur- 
ing a winter survival camping trip, 
but everyone was rescued unharmed. 

After the 39 scouts and scout lead- 
ers went to sleep Friday night, wind 
gusting to 64 mph piled snow into a 
huge cornice hanging over the slope 
where the scouts dug their caves. 

The 500 -foot cornice collapsed 
just before 4 a.m. Saturday, burying 
the entrances to the caves under 6 
to 8 feet of snow. 

The avalanche was heard by a 
group of scout leaders who were 
sleeping in a nearby trailer, and 
they used an emergency roadside 
telephone to call 911. (ap)

Insurgents Hit 'Green Zone’ 

At least 7 rockets fired at coalition HQ in Iraq nTHFo nFWFi npMFiJT« 




BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Insurgents fired at 
least seven rockets Sunday night, 
hitting a hotel used by U.S. officials 
and wounding one American, the 
military said. It was the biggest 
attack on the U.S. coalition head- 
quarters in Baghdad in weeks. 

The rockets were fired around 
7:30 p.m. from an SUV parked 
outside the Green Zone, the heav- 
ily guarded area where the U.S.-led 
coalition is based. The SUV burst 
into flames during the barrage, and 
U.S. troops found two unlaunched 
rockets in a rack on the vehicle. 

The troops then blew up the vehi- 
cle, a U.S. military spokesman said. 


Five rockets hit the Al-Rasheed 
hotel, where some civilian con- 
tractors are living. A U.S. civil- 
ian contractor was wounded, the 
military said. The Al-Rasheed is 
located across the street from the 
Baghdad Convention Center, where 
Iraq’s interim constitution is sched- 
uled to be signed. 

Shortly after the blasts, a U.S. 
Army OH-58 Kiowa helicopter, 
a surveillance aircraft, and an 
Apache helicopter flew low over 
the nearby Tigris River, possibly 
in an attempt to seek out the heat 
signature of the rocket launchers.

Some 500 U.S. soldiers, 

backed by tanks and helicopters, 
raided Baghdad’s biggest dairy 
processing plantSunday. Four 
people were arrested, Lt. Col. 
Tim Ryan told the AP. 

After a power struggle with 
the State Department, the Pent- 
agon has won control over most 
of an $18.4 billion aid packagefor 
Iraq, U.S. officials in Baghdad 
said Sunday. Much oftheaid will 
go toward 2,300 construction 
projects over the next four years.

U.S. Marines return 
fire in first armed 
action since arrival 

PORT-AU-PRINCE, HAITI | Gunmen 
opened fired Sunday on thou- 
sands of unarmed demonstrators 
calling for the prosecution of Jean- 
Bertrand Aristide, killing four pro- 
testers and a foreign journalist in 
the worst attack since the Haitian 
president’s fall. 

U.S. Marines returned fire — the 
first known armed action by U.S. 
forces sent to stabilize the coun- 
try — but angry survivors accused 
the Marines and their French col- 
leagues of not doing enough to pre- 
vent the attack. 

Several witnesses said they saw 
Aristide militants open fire from 
across the vast Champs de Mars 
plaza as thousands gathered in front 


of the presidential National Palace. 
U.S. Marine Maj. Richard Crusan 
said it was unclear who the gunmen 
were. He said the three Marines 
returned fire from the palace in 


the direction of the gunshots. 

Ricardo Ortega, a correspondent 
for the Spanish television station 
Antena 3, was shot in the stomach 
and died at the hospital, (ap) 


Right-Winger in 
Austria Leads His 
Party to Big Win 

VIENNA, AUSTRIA | Jocrg Haider 
powered his political party to a 
stunning win in his home prov- 
ince Sunday, confounding pun- 
dits and strengthening the odds 
for a national comeback for the 
controversial rightist known for 


anti- Jewish slurs and a friendship 
with Saddam Hussein. 

With Haider’s Freedom Party 
polling more than 10 points behind 
the Socialists weeks before the elec- 
tions in Carinthia province, most 
had predicted another Freedom 
Party loss after a string of defeats 
elsewhere over the past two years. 

While the voting was restrict- 
ed to Carinthia, its significance 
extended beyond Austria’s south- 
ernmost province. Beyond assur- 


ing his reappointment as gover- 
nor, the win increased chances 
that Haider would be able to revi- 
talize his party. 

Haider stepped 
down as party leader 
in 2000 to ease the 
pressure on Austria, 
but the European 
Union still slapped 
temporary sanc- 
tions on the country to protest his 
party’s government role, (ap)

Landslide Win for Greek Conservatives 


Bloodshed in Gaza 
As Pullout Looms 


ATHENS, GREECE I Greek conserva- 
tives swept to a landslide victory 
Sunday in parliamentary elec- 
tions, ending 10 years of Socialist 
government and assigning a new 


caretaker to the preparations for 
this summer’s Olympics. 

Socialist leader George Papan- 
dreou conceded defeat after various 
exit polls showed New Democracy 


with a strong lead. The conserva- 
tives, led by 47-year- old Costas 
Caramanlis, broke into celebration. 

Many voters perceived the 
Socialist Party as corrupt and arro- 
gant after leading the country for all 
but three years since 1981. (ap) 


14 die in raid; militants 
jockey to claim victory 
for Israeli withdrawal 

BUREIJ REFUGEE CAMP, GAZA STRIP I 
Israeli troops carried out their dead- 
liest raid in Gaza in 17 months on 
Sunday, part of a surge of bloodshed 
ahead of a possible Israeli withdraw- 
al from the coastal strip. 

Fourteen Palestinians were 
killed and 81 wounded in more 
than six hours of fighting on the 
edge of the Bureij refugee camp. 
Among the dead were three boys, 
ages 8, 12 and 15. 

The battle pitted Palestinians 
armed with assault rifles, anti- 
tank missiles and grenade launch- 
ers against Israeli troops firing from 
helicopters and tanks. 

The Israeli military said the 
purpose of the raid was to put 
Palestinian militants on the 


defensive and prevent them from 
carrying out attacks on Israelis. The 
Palestinian Authority denounced 
the raid as “state terrorism.” 

Sunday’s fighting was part of a 
recent rise in violence that has been 
attributed to Israeli Prime Minister 
Ariel Sharon’s proposal to withdraw 
from most, if not all, of Gaza and 
parts of the West Bank if there is 
no progress toward peace. 

Each side seems to be position- 
ing itself to claim a withdrawal as 
a victory — Israel by pounding the 
militants hard before a pullout, and 
the armed groups by stepping up 
attacks to create the impression they 
are chasing the Israelis out. 

There are concerns that an 
Israeli withdrawal from Gaza 
could push the crowded, impover- 
ished territory into chaos. Already, 
rival groups are vying for power, as 
the Palestinian Authority has lost 
much of its influence, (ap)

Saudi Gas Fields 
Open to Explorers 


No U.S. firms given 
contracts in first bids 
open to foreign firms 

RIYADH, SAUDI ARABIA I In a mile- 
stone agreement, Saudi Arabian 
officials signed contracts with for- 
eign oil executives Sunday to explore 
for natural gas in the country’s vast 
southern desert known as the Rub 
al- Khali, or Empty Quarter. 

Saudi Arabia boasts the world’s 
fourth-largest deposits of gas, but it 
had never before invited foreigners 
to make competitive bids for rights 
to explore for this resource. The four 
winning companies included two 
from Russia and China. 


U.S. firms were conspicu- 
ous for their absence among the 
winners. Although 41 companies 
expressed interest in the areas 
offered up for auction in July, only 
six placed bids, and of these only 
one — ChevronTexaco Corp. — was 
American. It placed second in the 
bidding for all three contracts. 

Yahya Shinawi, of the Oil 
Ministry, said he was surprised 
to see a U.S. “super-major” like 
ChevronTexaco participate even 
to this extent. “You don’t usually 
see super-majors in frontier areas. 
They usually come in later,” after 
other, less cautious companies 
have already found gas or oil, he 
told reporters, bruce Stanley (ap)

Sailors describe scene 
of water taxi accident; 
3 people still missing 

BALTIMORE | The Navy reservists 
whose quick work saved 21 people 
aboard a water taxi that capsized 
described the horrific scene: survi- 
vors clinging to the overturned ves- 
sel in frigid, choppy water pound- 
ed by rain, telling them more were 
trapped below. 

One woman was killed in 
Saturday’s accident in Baltimore 
Harbor and three people, including 
a child, were missing, but the reserv- 
ists said Sunday they were relieved 
the loss of life wasn’t greater. 

The sailors rushed to the scene 
after seeing the boat in trouble. After 
passengers clinging to the water taxi 
told them others were trapped under- 
neath, the rescuers used a ramp on 
their troop landing ship to lift the 
water taxi partly out of the water. 
Petty Officer Jeffrey King said. 

“Brother, it was like the end of 
the “Titanic” movie once that thing 
lifted up,” King said. “I mean those 
bodies just floated up.” 

Lt. Cmdr. Art Eisenstein said he 
jumped into the water and grabbed 
a little girl who was unconscious 
and floating face-down. 


“Just to hear that she’s still with 
us is just amazing,” he said. 

Two people, including an 8 -year- 
old girl, were critically injured when 
the 36 -foot pontoon boat over- 
turned with 23 passengers and 
two crew members. 

The ferry had just set off across 
the harbor from historic Fort 
McHenry on the way to the city’s 
Fells Point when it was caught by 
wind gusting to 50 mph. 

Twenty-two people were removed 
from the water but one woman died 
at a hospital. On Sunday, recovery 


crews used boats, helicopters, sonar 
and dogs trained to find submerged 
bodies to search for the three missing 
people: a man, a woman and a child. 

Investigators said they were look- 
ing at the weather and the condition 
and operation of the vessel as pos- 
sible factors in the accident. 

National Transportation Safety 
Board Chairman Ellen Engleman- 
Conners said officials were inter- 
viewing survivors and witnesses, 
and were awaiting voluntary toxi- 
cology tests on the captain and first 
mate, brian witte (ap)

I Year, 35 Fires, 0 Answers 


Still no breaks as 
arson investigation 
reaehes anniversary 

WASHINGTON |A sizeable reward 
and hundreds of tips haven’t led to 
an arrest of the arsonist responsible 
for up to 35 fires in the D.C. area that 
have killed one person and injured 
10 in the past year. 

The fires, which began a year ago 
today, have shaken residents in parts 
of a region that in the past 2 34 years 
has seen a terrorist attack, anthrax 
letters and sniper shootings. 

Since a telephone tip line was 
established last July, more than 500 
calls and e-mails offering informa- 
tion have been received. A sketch 
of a possible suspect began circu- 
lating last month, prompting 150 
new tips but no arrests. 

Profilers say the suspect is likely 
to be angry or troubled. Studies of 
serial arsonists have found them 
to be skilled liars capable of being 
charming, manipulative and cun- 
ning. They also are quick to blame 
others for problems in their personal 
or professional lives. 

“Somebody out there knows

this person, and they know that 
they are out those times of night 
or early morning when the fires are 
occurring,” said Victor Stagnero, 
lead arson investigator for the 
Prince George’s County, Md., Fire 
and Emergency Medical Services 
Department. 

Since March 8, 2003, there have 
been 18 fires in Washington and 17 
in areas that border the city, main- 
ly Prince George’s County. An 86- 
year-old woman was killed in one 
of the blazes. 

The last two fires considered 
similar enough in nature to be 


added to the list were Feb. 6 in 
Fairfax, Va., and Feb. 14 in Silver 
Spring, Md. 

Solving an arson is not easy. 
According to FBI statistics, only 16 
percent of arson investigations end 
in arrests. To spur tips, a $35,000 
reward has been established for 
information leading to an arrest. 

Investigators also have consult- 
ed with Seattle authorities, where 
scores of arsons in four counties a 
decade ago were linked to a single 
suspect. Paul Kenneth Keller, then 
27, pleaded guilty to setting 32 fires 
and acknowledged setting 44 oth- 
ers. He was sentenced to 75 years 
in prison. 

Authorities here are advising 
people to remain alert, keep their 
porch lights on at night and con- 
sider installing motion- activated 
lighting on their property. 

“We certainly need people to 
be vigilant if we’re going to catch 
this guy,” D.C. Police Chief Charles 
Ramsey said, derrill holly (ap)

Jurors surprised that 
lawyers didn’t mount 
a more aggressive case 

NEW YORK I Jurors who convicted 
Martha Stewart of lying about a 
stock sale said they believed the 
key prosecution witnesses against 
the homemaking guru and were 
surprised that her team didn’t put 
up a more aggressive defense. 

After the prosecution took four 
weeks to make its case, the defense 
presented its side in less than 
an hour. 

“We thought there was going to 
be more from the defense,” juror 
Jonathan Laskin, 48, a paralegal 
and translator, told Dateline NBC in 
an interview with six jurors sched- 
uled to air Sunday. “We . . . were hop- 
ing they would put up more of a fight 
or something. Or give us more to 
chew on. But it wasn’t there.” 

A jury of eight women and four 
men deliberated 12 hours over three 
days before returning guilty verdicts 
Friday on all four counts against 
Stewart — conspiracy, obstruc- 
tion and two counts of making 
false statements. 

All the charges relate to an accu- 


sation that Stewart lied to cover up 
the reason she sold 3,928 shares of 
ImClone Systems stock on Dec. 27, 
2001 — avoiding a hefty loss when 
the company announced bad news 
the next day. 

Jurors said the most compelling 
testimony came from Stewart’s assis- 
tant. In one of the trial’s most dra- 
matic moments, Ann Armstrong 


burst into tears before describing how 
Stewart sat at Armstrong’s comput- 
er and altered a potentially incrimi- 
nating message from Bacanovic, but 
then directed the aide to restore the 
original wording. 

“She ultimately gave the tes- 
timony that was going to bring 
Martha down,” said juror Chappell 
Hartridge. (ap) 


Pa. Students May Soon 
See Ads in School Buses 


Firm’s novel approach 
raises objections in 
suburban Pittsburgh 

PITTSBURGH I On the outside, school 
buses will be just as yellow as they’ve 
always been. But if Brian Ungar has 
his way, the insides will be filled 
with colorful advertisements pro- 
moting colleges, touting toothpaste 
and warning against using drugs. 

Ungar, the founder of InSight 
Media of White Oak, Pa., has 
approached 42 area school districts 
about putting ll-by-25 inch vinyl 
advertisements above the windows 
inside school buses. School officials 
would have discretion over the ads, 
and get as much as 40 percent of 
the gross revenue. 

Dr. Joseph Findley, acting super- 


intendent of the Montour School 
District in suburban Pittsburgh, 
said no decision has been made. The 
district would get about $140,000 
from such a deal, he said. 

A similar model is used by School 
Bus Media Inc., a Miami-based 
company. It currently has about 
400 public service announcements 
in 120 school buses in Florida, said 
David Hill, the vice president. 

In western Pennsylvania, the 
Montour Taxpayers Organization, 
doesn’t want children riding to 
school with ads. 

“We as parents feel our chil- 
dren are subjected to an enormous 
amount of advertising on a daily 
basis and one place to keep it out 
of is schools and school buses,” said 
Michelle Bitner, the group’s presi- 
dent. JENNIFER C. YATES (AP) 


Wal-Mart Puts 
‘Supercenters’ 

On Ballots in Calif. 

LOS ANGELES I Wal-Mart Stores Inc. 
wants to open 40 Supercenters in 
California over the next few years, 
and is taking its plans directly to 
voters in California — the last 
major untapped market for the 
behemoth stores.

Flatten Wizards 


New York front-court 
stymies Washington 
to deliver 99-86 victory 

WASHINGTON I Stephon Marbury 
had 24 points and 13 assists Sunday 
and the New York Knicks’ front- 
court controlled the boards in a 
99-86 victory over the Washington 
Wizards. 

Marbury had six points and an 
assist in a 12-0 run that spanned the 
third and fourth quarters and put 
the Knicks firmly in control. Allan 
Houston added 23 points as the 
Knicks won their third straight fol- 
lowing a six- game losing streak. 

Gilbert Arenas scored 28 
points, and Juan Dixon had 25 
as the Wizards’ backcourt held 
its own, but Washington was out- 
rebounded 35-23 through three 
quarters — including 11-4 on the 
offensive boards — and 40-34 for 
the game thanks to rebounds in 
garbage time. 


Knicks rookie reserve Mike 
Sweetney grabbed a career-high 10 
rebounds, four more than his previ- 
ous high. The Wizards also had no 
answer for big menNazr Mohammed 
(15 points, seven rebounds) and Tim 
Thomas (18 points). 

Marbury is averaging 31.6 points 
and 7.6 assists during the three- 
game winning streak. 

Washington’s only lead was 
2-0, but the Knicks couldn’t start to 
feel comfortable until they scored 
in six straight possessions in the 
12-0 run gave them a 79-62 lead 
early in the fourth quarter.

Man of Few Words 

David Mamet dabbles in politics and intrigue 


PERSONALITY | David Mamet is a 
Pulitzer Prize-winning playwright, 
director, essayist, novelist and poet.

Grohl is an excellent musician, 
and he shows it by playing most of 
the instruments himself on songs 
that are unremittingly heavy. 

The music is primal and pow-

erful, but the singers are of equal 
interest here. There’s a different 
vocalist on each of the 11 songs, 
starting with Cronos, singer 
from the band Venom, who roars 
to the devastating thrash metal of 
“Centuries of Sin.” 

Lemmy Kilmeister from 
Motorhead lends his reedy, menac- 
ing voice to the hard-rocking “Shake 
Your Blood.” Cathedral front man 
Lee Dorrian, formerly of Napalm 
Death, snarls along with a grinding 
Black Sabbath- style guitar part on 
the dirge “Ice Cold Man.” 

Although the tunes reflect each 
singer’s unique style, Grohl’s back- 
ing tracks give “Probot” a cohesive 
feel that his guests only enhance. 

The album is also a reminder of 
how much cooler metal used to be. 


Is it coincidental that this film is 
coming out in an election year? 

The whole damn thing is coinci- 
dental. I wrote “Wag the Dog” out of 
pure air, then the Monica Lewinsky 
scandal happened. 

Did the Bush twins or Chelsea 
Clinton inspire you? 

No. This goes way back to Alice 
Roosevelt Longworth and Margaret 


before it was infected by the morose 
angst of grunge and the commer- 
cial viability of rap. 

Perhaps it’s not too great a 
stretch to see “Probot” as an act 
of penance from Grohl, who is 
redeeming old school metal from 


Truman. Every administration that 
I know of in the 20th century has 
had a problem or scandal with the 
offspring of people in power. That’s 
just human nature. 

You enlisted former Delta Force 
operative Eric Haney to serve as 
the film’s technical adviser. How 
did he help you? 

He took some of the cast — 
including Val, Derek [Luke] and 
[William H.] Macy — out in the 
city and showed them how to tail 
people, and to a range where they 
learned to fire automatic weapons. 
He was helpful with technical and 
tonal aspects of the movie. 

What’s the secret of good movie- 
making? 

The trick is to take a story that 
might be complex and make it sim- 
ple enough that people will want 
to catch up with it. What makes 
them interested is to make them 
catch up and ask, “What’s happen- 
ing here? Who is this guy? Why are 
all these government people run- 
ning around? Why was she taken? 
And how is he going to get her back? 
And what’s he going to do next?” 

What’s your next movie project? 

I’ve got this movie I’m work- 
ing on that I’m looking for some 
sucker to make. It’s about the 
dog that saved France. It’s about 
Joan of Arc’s dog. angela dawson

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One historian claims 
nursery rhymes 
aren’t that innocent 

REVISIONS I They seem innocent 
enough, but Jack and Jill may have 
become amorous as they climbed 
their hill for a pail of water. 

And instead of a water bird, 
“Goosey, goosey gander” may refer 
to a woman of ill repute, said Chris 
Roberts, social history graduate 
and librarian at the University of 
East London, who has looked again 
at the origins of 24 popular nurs- 
ery rhymes for a new book, “Heavy 
Words Thrown Lightly.” 

Roberts said his 96 -page book, 
published by Foot and Mouth 
Publications, is meant as “a light- 
hearted take on the nursery 
rhymes.” 

It has long been known that 
many nursery rhymes allude to 
contemporary events, some of 
them distressing, even bloody, but 
a study of published psychoanalyt- 
ical texts has taken Roberts fur- 
ther than others in finding sexual 
meanings. 

“Jack dosing his crown’ can be 
read to mean losing his virginity,” 
said Roberts, who hit on his idea

while researching historic walks 
in east London. 

Roberts believes that the rhyme 
“Goosey, goosey gander, where do 
you wander? Upstairs and down- 
stairs and in my lady’s chamber” is 


an allusion to prostitutes — com- 
monly known as geese in the 18th 
century — and the spread of vene- 
real disease, which was known as 
“goose bumps” because of the swell- 
ings it caused. 


Roberts said “Oranges and 
Lemons,” widely seen as a light- 
hearted guide to the City of 
London, is also a vulgar wedding 
song in which the line “here comes 
a candle to light you to bed” refers 
to the bride tempting her bride- 
groom, and “here comes a chop- 
per to chop off your head” alludes 
to the woman losing her virginity, 
or “maidenhead.” 

“Some nursery rhymes were 
clearly adult rhymes that were 
sung to children because they 
were the only rhymes an adult 
knew,” said Roberts. “Others were 
deliberately created as a simple 
way to tell children a story or give 
them information. Religion, sex, 
money and social issues are all com- 
mon themes.” 

Most experts believe the rhymes 
date from the early 17th century, 
reaching a peak of popularity in 
the period between the Tudor and 
the Stuart monarchs. 

Increasing freedom of speech 
and communication later reduced 
the need for allegorical speech, but 
under the Victorians, who viewed 
children as innocents, many of the 
original rhymes were reworked into 
collections for the young, Roberts

With security-conscious employ- 
ers stepping up scrutiny of job can- 
didates, background checks have 
become standard procedure at 
many companies. 

But Employee Background 
Check, which is marketed by 
ChoicePoint Inc. and began sell- 
ing for $ 39.77 late last year, points 
to new efforts by data vendors to 
market background screening as 
a consumer product. 

ChoicePoint — with nearly 
$800 million in annual revenues, 
one of the nation’s largest vendors 
of personal, financial and legal 
data — also recently began selling 
background checks via Yahoo’s 
HotJobs.com online employ- 
ment board, offering jobseek- 
ers the chance to vet themselves. 
Entersect, owned by competing 
data provider LocatePlus Holdings 
Inc., says it plans to launch a self- 
check service later this year on 
CareerBuilder.com. 

The companies say such checks 
give workers the chance to spot and 
correct problems in their personal 
records before an employer does, 
and to affix a seal of approval to 
their resumes. 


ChoicePoint’s box contains a 
CD-ROM that allows users to tap 
ChoicePoint’s online databases, giv- 
ing small business owners access to 
an essential tool previously avail- 
able mostly to big companies, say 
ChoicePoint and Wal-Mart Stores 
Inc., which is selling the product 
in 41 of its Sam’s Club membership 
warehouses in 26 cities. 

In a survey of personnel execu- 
tives released in January, about 80 
percent said their firms now con- 
duct criminal background checks 
on job candidates, up from 51 per- 
cent in 1996 . 

But smaller businesses are still 
somewhat behind the curve, with 
69 percent saying they now do such 
checks, up from 43 percent in the 
previous survey. The surveys by 
the Society for Human Resource 
Management were similar, but not 
identical. 

Privacy advocates object to the 
new products, cautioning that sell- 


ing background checks over-the- 
counter could put personal infor- 
mation in the wrong hands. 

Some private investigators 
are critical, too, saying the check 
could undermine their own busi- 
nesses. They also complain that 
ChoicePoint’s requirement that 
users have a business license is an 
inadequate control on information 
that should be parceled out much 
more carefully. 

“There are tons of people 
who have a business license who 
don’t have a business,” said Chris 
Appleby, a Marietta, Ga., investiga- 
tor who is president of the Georgia 
Association of Professional Private 
Investigators. 

“If Joe’s Bait Shop ... goes out 
and buys this thing with a busi- 
ness license and then he wants 
to find out information about a 
neighbor, then he would be able to 
essentially do that,” Appleby said.

I think one of the biggest differ- 
ences in this year’s “shopping 
spree” is the Redskins are signing 
character guys. Would you agree 
that if Coach Joe Gibbs were not 
here, owner Dan Snyder would 
have gone after Jevon Kearse, 
Warren Sapp and Ted Washington? 

You make a very valid point. 
Gibbs puts character first, and 
that’s not something you find in 
many coaches these days in any 
sport. Having said that, don’t for- 
get Gibbs has dealt with his share 
of problem players. The bottom 
line is performance. Show up on 
Sundays and everything else will 
work itself out.
